Academic Secondary ‘Schools. - The one term common to secondary schools 
of all the provincial school systems (except the Roman Catholic schools of Quebec) 
is "high school", But the exact definition of a high school, or the classification 
of high schools, is not the same in any two provinces, In some cases the larger 
high schools are called collegiate institutes, collegiate departments or grammar 
schools, and the smaller go by such names as continuation schools, superior schools, 
etc. The following pages show the location of the largest secondary schools in 
each province, but by reason of the interprovincial differences in classification, 
the list includes smaller schools in some provinces than in others. All those ‘ 
included, however, normally teach all the years of the high school or secondary 
course; junior high schools are not listed, The list of academic secondary 
schools includes about 1150 names. 


Technical Schools». - The names of the secondary schools in the 
first list which have departments for technical teaching are followed by n(T)", 
Technical schools which do not include the academic course are shown in the second 
list. The two sources together include the names of about 80 schools where day 
technical courses are given. Institutions of higher education are not included 
except in one or two cases where they offer some instruction below the college level. 
Schools offering evening technical classes are not included unless they also 
operate es a day technical school. 


Commercial Secondary Schools. - The names of schools in the first 
two lists which offer commercial courses are followed by a "(Cc)". Commercial 
high schools which do not include academic or technical courses are shown in list 
No. 3, Altogether there are about 100 schools offering day commercial courses. 


Agricultural Schools. - List No. 4 gives the names of ourely 
agricultural schools, including two dairy schools, University faculties or 
colleges of agriculture are included by reason of their diploma courses. A few 
of the high schools in British Columbia, Ontario and New Brunswick (Lists 1 and 
2) offer an agricultural course; their names are followed by "(Agr.)". 


Schools of Fine Art. - A half dozen of these constitute List 
No. 5.

(Academic, Technical and Commercial) 


Academic Secondary Schools. - The one term common to secondary 
schools of all the provincial school systems (except the Roman Catholic schools 
of Quebec) is "high school". But the exact definition of a high school, or the 
classification of high schools, is not the same in any two provinces. In some 
cases the larger high schools are called collegiate institutes, collegiate depart— 
ments or grammar schools, and the smaller go by such names as continuation schools, 
superior schools, etc. The following pages show the location of the largest 
secondary schools in each province, but by reason of the interprovincial differen- 
ces in classification, the list includes smaller schools in some provinces than in 
others. All those included, however, normally teach all the years of the high 
school or secondary course; junior high schools are not listed. The list of 
academic secondary schools includes about 1300 names. 


Technical Schools. - The names of the secondary schools in the 
first list which have departments for technical teaching are followed by "(T)". 
Technical schools which do not include the academic course are shown in the second 
list. The two sources together include the names of about 85 schools where day 
technical courses are given. Institutions of higher education are not included 
except in one or two cases where they offer some instruction below the college 
level. Schools offering evening technical classes are not included unless they 
also operate as a day technical school. 


Commercial Secondary Schools. - The names of schools in the first 
two lists which offer commercial courses are followed by a "(C)". Commercial 
high schools which do not include academic or technical courses are shown in list 
No. 3. Altogether there are about 180 schools offering day commercial courses. 


Agricultural Schools. ~ List No. 4 gives the names of purely agri- 
cultural schools, including dairy schools. University faculties or colleges 
of agriculture are included by reason of their diploma courses. A few of the 
high schools in British Columbia, Ontario and New Brunswick (Lists 1 and 2) offer 
an agricultural course; their names are followed by "(Agr.)". 


Schools of Fine Art. - Fight of these constitute List No. 5.

Academic Secondary Schools. - The one term common to secondary schools 
of all the Peet cia schoalgeysionesioxceot the Roman Catholic schools of Quebec) is 
“high school”. But the exact definition of a high school, or the classification of 
high schools, is not the same in any two provinces. In some cases the larger high 
schools are called collegiate institutes, collegiate departments or grammar schools, 
and the smaller go by such names as continuation schools, superior schools, etc. The 
following pages show the location of the largest secondary schools in each province, 
, but by reason of the inter provincial differences in classification, the list includes 
smaller schools in some provinces than in others. All those included, however, nor- 
mally teach all the years of the high school or secondary course; junior high schools 
are not listed. The list of academic secondary schools includes about 1800 names. 


Technical Schools. - The names of the secondary schools in the first 
list which have departments for technical teaching are followed by "T". Technical 
schools which do not include the academic course are shown in the second list. The 
two sources together include the names of about 165 schools where day technical 
courses are given. Institutions of higher education are not included except in one 
or two cases where they offer some instruction below the college level. Schools of'fer- 
ing evening technical classes are not included unless they also operate as a day tech- 

nical school. 


Commercial Secondary Schools. = The names of schools in the first two 
Dlists which offer commercial courses are followed by a "C". Commercial high schools 
which do not include academic or technical courses are shown in list No. 3. Altogether 
there are about 200 schools offering day commercial courses. 


Agricultural Schools. - List No. 4 gives the names of purely agricul- 
tural schools, including dairy schools. University faculties or collerses of agricul- 
ture are included by reason of their diploma courses. A few of the high schools in 
British Columbia, Ontario and New Brunswick (Lists 1 and 2) offer an agricultural 
course ; their names are followed by "A". The total number of schools shown as offer- 


ing agricultural courses is over 90.

1. Academic Secondary Schools - The one term common to secondary schools of all provinces (except 
the Roman Catholic Schools of Quebec) is "high school", But the exact definition of a high school, 
er the classification of high schools, is not the same in any two provinces. In some cases the 
larger high schools are called collegiate institutes, collegiate departments or grammar schools, 
and the smaller by such names as continuation schools, superior schools, etc.. Regional schools 
are those established to serve large rural areas and the term composite is used to describe a 
school which effers commercial and technical or agriculture courses along with the academic course, 


The following pages show the location of the larger secondary schools in each province, but by 
reason of differences in classification includes smaller schools in some provinces than in others. 
All those included, however, normally teach all the years of the high school or secondary course. 
Junior high schools are not listed. The list includes 1,852 academic secondary schools. 


2. Commercial Secondary Schools - The names of the schools in list No. 1 and No. 3 which offer 
commercial courses are followed by a "C". Commercial high schools which do not include academic 
er technical courses are shown in list No, 2, Altogether there are over 230 schoels offering day 
commercial cotirses, 


3. Technical Schools - The names.of the secondary schools in the first list which have departments 
fer technical er industrial teaching are followed by "T", Technical schools which de not include 
the academic course are shown in the third list. The two seurces together include the names of 270 
schools where day technical or industrial courses of secondary school level are given. Schools 
offering evening technical classes are not included unless they alse operate a day technical school, 


4. Technical Institutes = There are 1]1 ef these senier technical schools eperated by the Provincial 


Departments of Education. 


5. Agricultural Schools - List Ne. 5 gives the names of purely agricultural schools, including dairy 


schools. University faculties or colleges of agriculture are included by reason of their diploma 
courses, A few of the high schools in British Celumbia, Ontario and New Brunswick (Lists 1 and 3) 
offer an agricultural course; their names are followed by "A", Over 145 schools. offer courses in 
agriculture. 


6, Schools of Fine Arts - Seven of these make up list No. 6.

Public Elementary Schools - There is no published list of the 30,000 public elementary schoels 
in Canada. However three Departments of Education annually publish the names ef all the schools in 
their province. The Nova Scotia Department ef Education, Halifax, publishes a list ef schools in 
Nova Scotia with the post office serving the sectien, The Ontario Department ef Education, Terento, 
prepares two annual volumes, with the addresses ef secretaries of scheol beards as well as teachers; 
one cevers elementary schools (price $1.50) the other covers secondary schools (price 754). A list 
of schools for British Columbia is given in the annual report of the Superintendent of Education, 
Provincial Department of Education, Victoria, B.C.
